Nelson Feliciana won third place, and Juan and 
Nelson took home the trophies for the top two places in the 50+ division. First female walker to cross the 
line was Jacqueline Rhon Steward at tenth place, with a time of 1:08:03. 
The Boulevard Run/Walk is a holiday tradition for many, and they could not imagine celebrating 


the Queen’s birthday without ending their day with this high-speed trek down L.G. Smith Boulevard.
